the D i s p a t c h there was a meeting of 
the city council last night in cham- 
liers, called at the reque>t of P r e si­ 
dent Ambrose Tight, of the Minne­ 
sota Water Works company, and 
that gentleman was present and en­ 
tertained the city fathers in his usual 
sauve and dignified manner, the sub 
ject of the conference between the 
two forces being the much discussed 
water works system of this city. : 
It was one of those informal, heart 
to-heart talk affairs, with President 
Tighe as the principal delineator of 
the intricacies of a water works sys­ 
tem. 
He talked for nearly an hour 
and a half reciting the history of the 
plant, laying particular stress on the 
attitude of its owners to the city, 
reiterating the old story of its strug 
gling existence for years, delving 
into the important question of rates, 
regular house aud meter, giving the 
figures of the amount of water being 
used per capita and finally winding 
up on the subject of the present con­ 
dition 
and the requirements that 
must be met in the near future, I 
elucidating the intentions of the 
company to meet the exigencies of 
the hour. 
It had been intimated that Presi­ 
dent Tighe\s object in calling the 
meeting was to make a proposition of 
some kind which would provide a 
clearance after the expiration of the 
present term of the franchise in four 
years. 
No particular proposition 
was made but a new question arose 
which makes the situation somewhat 
more critical and gives the water 
works company ground to ask for 
some immediate action. 
It seems that the Northern Pacific 
Railway company has been interest­ 
ing itself in the matter of securing 
better service at the big shops in 
this city and has made a request that 
they be given an independent 
main 
from the pumping station to the 
shops, independent entirely of the 
city. 
They make this request, it is 
understood, in order that they may 
get better pressure and a more ade­ 
quate service. 
In view of the fact 
that the N. P. uses something like 
four thousand gallons of water a day 
the man who i> behind tie* gun can­ 
not but help take some notice when 
demands and requests of this kind 
are made. 
President Tigb** explained that in 
order to make this improvement an 
expenditure would be entailed of 
about $25,DOD. 
Vie could not. 
he 
said, go ahead and make the im­ 
provement without there was some 
assurance that the city would con­ 
tinue to be a patron of the water 
works company after the expiration 
of the present franchise. 
For some 
reason or other he did not seem to 
care about an extension of the Tran­ 
che but wanted a contract that. the 
city will use water for fire protection 
for a term of at least ten years after 
the 
present 
franchise runs out. 
There was considerable talk atiout 
the difference between “ franchise 
and “ contract’ but it was not settled 
just exactly which term ought to be 
used. 
The aldermen present did not feel 
as though they ought to take any ac­ 
tion regarding tiffs matter without 
a voice of the taxpayers and business 
men of Hie city and it was agreed 
that a mass meeting would be called 
and President Tigbe was instructed 
to present in writing propositions 
for the future government of the 
water work- system, and he wa- also 
asked to secure and furnish to the 
council a purchase price of th** plant. 
President Tighe argued at con­ 
siderable length, and tried to make 
clear to the councilmen, that the im 
provement asked by the railroad 
company would result in improving 
the eat re -ystem. 
He stated that 
tie intended if the contract was ex­ 
tended, to but in another filter and 
as the water for the shops would be 
pumped entirely separate from the 
city water, the pressure would be 
greater in both cases, and It* ser­ 
vice would be greatly improved. 
Nothing whatever wa* done by the 
council. 
It wa* generaliy cooeyed 
by the members that President Tighe 


cy.
